Mayor Charles P. Burgess of Men-

a trustee of the Sequoia Union high 
schcol district when his three-year 
term expires June 30, he announced 
at @ board meeting last weck. 

Burgess, chairnian of the Sequoia 
board, said he would not seek re- 
election at. the Miay balloting, cit- 
ing his increased duties as chair- 
man of the Menlo Park civil defense 
council. 

Burgess was elected to the Sequoia 
board in May, 1948; and: immediately 
embarked vn a program of getting 
action on the Menlo-Atherton high 
school, now under construction at 
Middlefield road and Ringwood ave- 
nue,

The Sequoia Union high school district will lose an able 
wiblic servant next June 30 when Charles P. Burgess, chair- 
nan of the school board of trustees and mayor of Menlo Park, 
vill relinquish his post. Mr. Burgess announced at a board 
neeting last week that he will not be a candidate for reelec- 
ion as a trustee at the May balloting. 

Mr. Burgess’ announcement did not come as a surprise to 
xersons close to him. Privately, he has declared more than 
»nce that he would not seek a second term and that he felt he 
vad accomplished his major objective as a trustee—helping 
yet action on the long-projected south county high school now 
inder construction at Middlefield road and Ringwood avenue. 

The Menlo-Atherton high school, as the plant is officially 
vamed, now is beyond the half-complete stage and is to be in 
eration with opening of the new school year next September. 
‘he trustees had hoped to have it ready for opening this 
pring, but factors beyond their control made this impossible. 

We feel that Mr. Burgess, as a trustee and chairman of 
he Sequoia board, has proven himself once again to be an 
sutstanding public servant. He stepped into an assignment 
hat was far from pleasant—right into the middle of a situ- 
ition in which the word ‘‘dissension’’ was present at every 
,oard meeting just as though it were an item on the agenda. 

The internal bickering in the high school district is not 
2nded by any means. Certainly the board has many problems 
-o be met. But we do believe that Mr.. Burgess, with the same 
‘act and understanding and tolerance that he has shown as 
residing member of the Menlo Park city council, has helped 
‘0 keep Sequoia board affairs on a more even keel. 

There were times*when his own patience was taxed, such 
4s on occasions when a trustee and the district superintendent 
were in open clashes at board meetings. At one time, he wrote 
n his RECORDER column ‘Your City’s Business” that it was 
jisheartening to preside over a Sequoia board meeting when 
trivialities became major issues. He-.contrasted the board's 
functioning to that of the smooth-running Menlo Park city 
council. 

Mr. Burgess is leaving the school board because of more 
work “here at home” in Menlo Park. As chairman of the 
sivil defense council, he has a great deal of work at hand. As 
mayor and city councilman, he has a growing responsibility 
to meet the needs of a growing city. 

The RECORDER feels that ‘“Chuck’”’ Burgess, just as he! 
has done for Menlo Park and will continue to do, has done a} 
fine job for the Sequoia Union high school district.

In 
such areas it is highly desirable that 
alternative control centers also be 
established. In non-critical areas 
communications can be handled 
from the office of civil defense. 

Question—“W hat inventeries 
should be taken now?” 

Answer—The federal office of civil 
defenss is preparing a manual of 
requirements. Until it 1s available, 
city, county and state agencies 
should fully inventory all major 
items which may. be required for 
civil defense. Except for selected 
items called for by the office of civil 
defense, these inventories stould be 
hekt at: local devels, a hap 

Question—“What is the federal 
government going to do about 
stockpiling supplies, particularly 
medical supplies?” 

Answer—Federal funds for stock- 
piling of supplies is dependent tipon 
congressional appropriations. How- 

ever, it is expected the federal gov- 
ernment will provide limited quan- 
tities of supplies not normally pur- 
chased in peace time and will bear 
the principal cost of stockpiling 
medical supplies. 

Question—“What should we do 
about training instructors and 
workers?” 

Answer—aAll local training of in- 
atructors and workers should await 
the arrival of federal instructional 
materials insofar as standard civil 
defense course material is concern- 
ed. However, those services already 
possessing training material, such 
as police auxiliary, fire-fighting, 
nurses’ aides, etc., may begin in- 
struction at once. 

Question—“How can we expedite 
the preparation and release of fed- 
eral instructional material?” 

Answer—It is suggested each 
community carefully select the per- 
sons who will do the training. The 
office of civil defense will then ar- 
range to train these future instruct- 
ors. 

Question—“How does the board 
of education fit inte the training 
picture?” ” 

Answer—No training program 
should be undertaken without the 
advice and assistance of local auth- 
orities. Assistance received by the 
local civil defense program from a 
school may depend upon = granis 
from federal and state educational 
funds.
